Love  Tokens:  Mutilating 
Coins  for  Sake  of  Passion 


By  Russell  J.  Foknwalt 

In  the-  April  1882  issue  of  the  American 
.Journal  of  Numismatics  it  was  reported: 

“A  craze  is  prevalent  among  school 
girls,  who  beg  small  silver  pieces  of  their 
sweetheart  s  and  friends,  one  side  of  which 
having  been  smoothed,  is  engraved  w'ith 
the  initials  of  the  giver.  The  greater  the 
variety  in  size,  or  mintage,  the  more  desir¬ 
able  is  the  necklace.” 

Today,  nearly  100  years  later,  affection¬ 
ately  engraved  coins  are  still  a  highly- 
prized  collectible.  They  are  called  “love 
tokens.- 

In  a  well- researched  article  published  in 
1972  in  the  “M.A.N.A.  Journal,”  quar¬ 
terly  periodical  of  the  Middle  Atlantic 
Numismatic  Association,  Louise  M. 
Campbell  wrote  in  great  detail  about  the 
history  and  collection  of  love  tokens.  She 
granted  permission  to  use  excerpts  from 
that  article. 

Almost  any  article  can  be  made  to  serve 
as  a  token  of  love. 

Among  the  more  coveted  love  tokens 
down  through  the  years  have  been  coins 
altered  in  shape  or  re-engraved.  They  were 
created  by  buffing  or  filing  the  coins 
smooth  on  one  side,  usually  the  reverse, 
and  then  engraving  the  buffed  surface. 
Technically  speaking,  the  process  made 
them  mutilated  coins. 

However,  as  Mrs.  Campbell  notes,  the 
engraved  coins  in  recent  years  have  be¬ 
come  very  collectible  mementoes. 

As  long  ago  as  the  16th  Century,  love 
money  was  collected  and  treasured  be¬ 
cause  it  was  supposed  to  have  charm  or 
magical  powers. 

In  some  cases,  the  coins  were  not  only 
engraved  but  bent  so  that  they  could  not 
be  used  in  trade.  These  bent  coins,  fre¬ 
quently  called  “benders,”  were  given  by 
lovers  to  each  other  to  convey,  maintain 
and  stimulate  love.  They  could  be  carried 
in  the  purse  or  pocket  without  fear  of  be¬ 
ing  spent. 

Midwives  frequently  carried  combina¬ 
tions  of  gold  and  silver  love  tokens  as 
good  luck  charms.  The  coins  assured,  so 
they  believed,  the  delivery  of  healthy  chil¬ 
dren  over  which  they  presided. 

Broken  coins  were  also  treasured  by 
lovers.  They  hoped  that  when  the  two 
parts  could  be  together,  the  owners  would 
unite  in  wedlock. 


Mrs.  Campbell’s  article  notes  that  the 
folk  art  of  producing  love  tokens  origin¬ 
ated  in  Europe.  Many  early  examples  on 
English  copper  coins  exist.  The  de¬ 
nomination  on  which  designs  appeared 
most  often  was  the  halfpenny.  This  was  an 
art  of  the  people  who  could  not  afford  to 
use  more  valuable  coins. 

Many  18th  Century  pieces  feature  beau¬ 
tiful  examples  of  painstaking  freehand  en¬ 
graving.  They  are  the  contemporary  ver¬ 
sion  of  the  broken  or  bent  coins  alluded  to 
by  Shakespeare  and  Robert  Burns  as  love 
or  marriage  tokens. 

After  the  Civil  War,  love  tokens  began 
to  appear  in  America  and  Canada.  In  fact, 
according  to  Mrs.  Campbell,  they  were 
virtually  a  rage  or  fad  in  the  period  be¬ 
tween  1880  and  1900.  The  fad  spurred  the 
government  to  pass  a  law  in  1909  prohib¬ 
iting  the  mutilation  of  coins. 

Extremely  fine  to  uncirculated  coins 
were  usually  selected  for  conversion  into 
love  tokens.  The  most  commonly  used 
coin  was  the  dime,  since  most  people  could 
not  afford  to  use  quarters,  half-dollars  or 
silver  dollars.  Nickels  were  seldom  used 
for  making  love  tokens  because  of  the 
hardness  of  the  metal. 

During  the  19th  Century,  many  young 
men  would  have  the  reverse  side  of  silver 
coins  engraved  with  fancy  initials  and 
borders.  They  would  give  such  love  tokens 
to  their  lady  friends.  Coins  were  engraved, 
too,  to  commemorate  all  kinds  of  special 
occasions. 

With  35  charter  members,  the  Love 
Token  Society  was  organized  in  Miami, 
Fla.,  in  1972  at  the  time  of  the  American 
Numismatic  Association  convention.  The 
society  is  affiliated  with  the  A  N. A.  and 
holds  its  annual  meeting  each  year  during 
the  A  N  A.  convention. 

The  Love  Token  Society  welcomes  to 
membership  all  persons  12  years  of  age  or 
over  who  have  a  sincere  interest  in  the  col¬ 
lecting  and  study  of  engraved  coins  of 
which  there  are  many  varieties.  In  fact, 
new  ones  are  constantly  being  discovered 
by  collectors. 

Membership  dues  in  the  society  are  $3 
yearly.  All  members  receive  the  organiza¬ 
tion’s  bi-monthly  newsletter  free  of 
charge.  The  publication  features  buy /sell 
ads.

1.  Examine  the  entire  catalog  a  minimum  ot  three 
times. 

2.  Mark  the  lots  each  time,  or  make  a  separate  list 
of  the  lots  which  interest  you. 

3.  For  the  lots  you  want  the  most,  bid  the  absolute 
hlgheat  amount  you  would  pay.  Do  not  place 
yourself  in  the  position  of  having  to  say  after 
the  sale  “tl  I  had  only  bid  $1  or  $10  more  1 
would  have  won  that  loti"  Most  lots  that  are  lost 
could  have  been  won  by  one  —  or  at  the  most 
two  —  more  advances.  If  you  “bid  liberally"  you 
can  win  the  lots  you  really  want. 

Note:  In  most  instances  you  will  receive  the  lot 
for  less  than  this  highest  amount  —  depending 
upon  competitive  bidding.  If  you  really  want  a 
particular  lot,  feel  tree  to  bid  as  much  as  dou¬ 
ble,  triple,  or  more,  ot  top  estimate  to  get  the 
lot.  What  you  will  actually  pay  will  depend  upon 
competitive  bidding  —  what  others  are  willing 
to  pay  and  what  they  bid. 

4.  Then  go  through  your  selected  lots  again  and 
bid  on  those  you  would  buy  If  the  prices  were 
right.
